How cana major university save over $200,000 in one year? At Pur- 
due University a cooperative etfort by emplovees to reduce waste in use 
of power, heat. water and air conditioning ts credited with trimming 
more than 5° off utilities costs for the 1972-1973 academic vear. The 
actual savings, according to a university official, was $212,689. Water 
used during the period was down 10% 207 million gallons and 
power use was only slightly higher than in previous years (when the an- 
nual increase was from 6 to 7°) 

The university hopes to better their effort this vear by cutting the 
bill another 5%. 


All across the country college and university dorms are facing 
higher tood costs and they are responding in one of two ways: Decreas- 
ing food quality or quantity. or raising their prices. At the University of 
Houston the food service directors have gone one step further. They 
now publish a monthly newsletter that explains exactly what their 
business ts all ahout. “We want students to be aware of what we're do- 
ing and the services we provide.” said Pau! Siddall. one of the cafeteria 
managers 

Among other things the newsletter will include stones about the 
economy and how it affects the pnce of dorm food

Press Should Not 
Play Prosecutor

Being a journalist, | fear suppression ot our night toa tree fress. Be- 
ing a freedom-loving individual. | fear the delegation of power to 
people “ho might try to shape and control our lives 


Yellow journalism in the late 1800's threatened the existence of the 
mass press as a legitimate medium. The great new means of com- 
munication, which held forth the tantalyzing potential of mass cultural 
and moral uplift. had in the intellectual’s eyes turned out to be a 
monstrous influence for societal degeneration. Leaders from all parts 
of society protested. Fearing government-imposed regulations. 
publishers began to desensationalize their papers. A set of codes and 
norms defining its limits and responsibilities gradually became in- 
creasingly clear. Through these actions the publishers saved the 
freedom of their industry 


Power should never have been given, as it was, to Joe McCarthy 
He ruined the lives of many innocent people with his anti-communist 
campaign. Most people understand McCarthy for the paranoid 
fanatic that he was, and indeed. fear such a tragic thing happening ever 
again 


The press has the power to do the same types of things McCarthy 
did. Only by limiting the freedom of the press could we keep it from be- 
ing so powertul. Now, I seem to be contradicting myself. I say the press 
should remain free, yet it shouldn't have so much power. This ts the 
dilemma. t.e. individual human rights vs. the right toa free press which 
has been with us as long as the constitution 


If the press tells untruths the libel laws will take care of it. But | 
haven't heard of any large settlement handed to Tom Eagleton at the 
expense of Jack Anderson. Anderson cost Eagleton his political 
future 


Everybody's sister, Angela Davis. was tried by the press. Everytime 
1 picked up the L.A. Times and saw self-acclaimed communist 
Angela Davis.” | was sure the Birch Society had taken a very large 
stronghold in the Times organization. Fortunately, Angela was ac- 
qguitted. no thanks to the press 


Now, | “honk” when I'm supposed to. if I“think HE'S guilty.” And 
I believe if vou get nd of this president. you should get nid of hisentire 
administration. But I don't believe Agnew should be skewered as he's 
been. not only by the press. but all mass media 


Recentiy the Supreme Court copped out on deciding what is and 
isn't moral. There have been two other decisions on obscenity. The first 
allowed certain motion pictures to be banned. because the film in- 
dustry was not a medium for public information but a business. After 
the release of the movie, “The Miracle,” in 1952. the court reversed 
itself and said that motion pictures were, indeed, entitled to protection 
under the rights of the First Amendment. Now, 21 vears later. they 
have said they can’t determine morality, They have left the decision up 
to local municipalities 


I fear the same or worse types of rulings in regard to the press and 
confidentiality of their sources. Already reporters have been asked to 
divulge the identity of their sources of leaks about the Agnew inves- 
ligation 


No matter how you feel about someone. politically or otherwise. if 
you are a justice-loving American, you should understand the im- 
portance of that person getting a fair trial. You should also understand 
that in order to insure fairness, any investigation should be done 
without the public watching every step 


In the days of the yellow press, the outrageous things printed were 
done to increase circulation. It was a battle between Pulitzer and 
Hearst to see who could sell more papers. But they realized how 
degenerate their “rags” had become and they grabbed themselves by 
the ass and put an end to it 


Is it now again the goal of journalism to sell Papers. or isit tointorm 
the public? If it ts entirely the former, Lam deeply saddened. From the 
Stories ye seen about the Agnew case. I can’t help but wonder. It it 
continues. the government might come down hard 


I think it is again time fora “grabbing of the ass” by the news media 
I'm not saying reporters shouldn't keep tabs and running logs of the 
Agnew investigation. But I feel they should onls report. if and when 
the government or investigators attempt to cover up something that is 
damaging to Agnew. [don't believe the press is maliciously Oul-to-get 
Agnew, but I think they are competing to beat each other to the scoop 
The subpoenaing of reporters to reveal their sources may hurt freedom 
of the press more than any legislation could. The leaks might scare and
